I thought that I would be able to write some thing about jammers 
and interferers, and keep it light, funny and 1 2adable. The more I 
worked on it the more I was convinced that its impossible to make it 
sound funny. It’s just not a funny subject. 

What makes a person interfere or start to jam? Believe it or not, 
some people don’t need a reason to do it.

Reading the Florida Skip for April 8, 1989 prompts me to write. The story by Mr. Neil 
Spencer of his radio career interested me.because I too had served on board the S.S. 
American Corsair /WIGE as radio officer in the summer of 1963. 

My career in radio started in Somerville High School, Somerville, Massachusetts 
where I was a member of the radio club conducted by W1CLJ, Mr. Robert Hisamoto, in 
1941. : 

I graduated in 1942 and became an employee of the civilian branch of the U.S. Army 
Signal Corps, who sent me to school to become a radio mechanic as they called us in those 
days. ~ a 

Following various courses that ended in Philadelphia at the Philco school I went to 
work asa model technician at the MIT Radiation Laboratory in the RACON group. 

After that in 1944, I went into the U.S. Maritime Service as a third-class specialist at 
Gallups Island. In 1945 I went aboard my first ship as third radio officer. It was the S.S. 
Henry Middleton, KHMW, and it sailed from East Boston to Le Havre, France. 

When the war ended with Japan I was on the Coffeyville Victory, AOCM in California, 
as second radio officer, and since I did not have a six months endorsement on my FCC 
license I was kicked off because they reduced the manning down toa sole radio officer.

In 1946 I went to Liberia to work for the U.S.-Liberia Radio Corps as a point-to-point 
radio operator on the Herbel, about 50 miles from Monrovia. That was a two-year contract 
job. 
Following that, in 1949 I went to Oklahoma City for the CAA and was assigned to the 
airways station at Pt. Barrow, Alaska. I selected that station because the traffic was 
handled primarily by manual C.W. The call sign was KYUB. 

We had two Beverage antennas, one four miles long and the other seven miles long. 
The point-to-point net frequency as something like 109 KHz, Due to the Auroral flutter up 
there not much else could get through. That was a one-year contract job. 

After Alaska I started sailing again under the Radio Officers Union. Also worked at 
Chatham Radio, WCC as a summer relief operator in 1952, and after that I was aboard the 
United States, KJEH. Also worked on the America, WEDI and was there during the last 
trip before she was sold to Chandris Lines (Greeks). 

Have been on board about 40 ships, my last was the Export Freedom, WCJS, and my 
last day of work was November 8, 1988, after working 4-1/2 years onher running from the 
U.S. East Coast to the Mediterranean. 

My first amateur call was W1NXL, which was issued in 1946. I lost it by not renewing 
during the grace period. Then I had K1LZV, which I held until taking the extra exam and 
getting the current call NIBL. My father-in-law, James W. Cook, WIEPZ was in- 
strumental in getting me back into radio when I was relicensed as K1LZV. 

From 1960 until 1982 I worked ashore as a technical writer, mostly in what is termed 
job-shopping, and almost all in military systems such as radar, missiles and radio 
communications systems. When there were gaps in shore side employment I would go 
back tosea. 

Finally, things shifted so that my writing background was obsolescent due to micro 
computers, digital circuits, and the general shift of the market so I went back to sea to 
build up time for the retirement under the union plan. A most lucky thing, because under 
job-shopping I had zero retirement or any other benefit, and the only reason I stood for it 
was that I hated to be away from home, and I always did hate sailing aboard ships. 

My last QSO as an amateur was on July 24, 1988 on C.W. on 40 meters, with KC4F WA in 
Port Saint Lucie. It was most enjoyable because he was an ex-Navy operator so we hada 
iH common. Plus intelligible sending. My old Swann 500 is now idle due to worn-out 

inals. 

Some people can not exist without organizations, but I am a devout anti-organization 
person, so I have never belonged to anything, and could care less about DX-ing or getting 
certificates. Somebody bootlegged my call in the past as I got D.X. cards from QSO’s on 20 
meters that I never made. Enjoying myself now listening to 500 KHz on an old Coast 
Guard version of the Mackay 128 receiver. 

In all the years I went to sea I only operated amateur radio from ships possibly three 
times, and it was with other people’s equipment as I would never lug that stuff around. 

The long waves and 160 meters interested me much when I lived in Massachusetts. I 
still have an interest in 160, even with the two strikes against us here in Florida, viz. 
horrendous summer-time QRN, and usually peanut-sized.lots for any kind of antenna. 

You may publish this, or any part you wish, or reduce the length to your requirement if 
you do publish it. Possibly you might terminate with the sentence that begins. . . “From 
1960 until 1982 I worked ashore’ . . . and ends with ‘‘radio communications systems.” The 
rest has nothing to do with my background as you can discern.

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FLORIDA C.W. NETS 
By Ed, K4IA 

QFN Manager Nick Zorn Writes: As luck would have it, I begin 
my ‘‘turn in the saddle” as manager of QFN. My association with 
QFN goes back to 1959, so you’ll forgive me if I seem to be a bit bi- 
ased. QFN is and always has been the best section traffic net in the 
ARRL organization, and during my time in the Navy I participated 
in many others in the Central and Eastern areas. 

But — we are not perfect and I’d like to make two suggestions as 
to how we can improve: 

First, especially during summer with poor conditions on 80 
meters, if you are the NCS be alert to change to 40 meters if con- 
ditions warrant. This applies to the early session but could be 
necessary for the late session. If the NCS does move to 7061 he 
should feel free to move away from this frequency to avoid QRM, 
and net stations should be alert that they may have to hunt a little. 
Wherever the NCS sets up is the net frequency to be zero-beat. 

Second, one of our objectives is to handle traffic as quickly and 
efficiently as possible. Therefore, if conditions are poor, we should 
adjust our sending speed accordingly. We need to do all we can to 
provide a good signal for the other person to copy. This means 
keeping our equipment in good repair, having the best antenna we 
can provide and being able to increase power to the legal limit. 


Also, lots of practice copying under difficult conditions will . 


teach one how to use his equipment to best advantage. In no case 
should one send faster than he can copy under existing conditions — 
i.e., sending power with good distinct characters will move traffic 
faster than sending as fast as you can and requiring multiple 
repeats. 

What about the future? I support the operation of QFN as it is in 
general. No changes to the present line-up of NCS and reps are 
anticipated. 

I would like to see greater participation in QFN especially from 
the Northern Florida section. To that end I plan to start some things 
to generate more interest. One of these will be the establishment of 
a digital version of QFN, but not on 3651. This should attract some 
who are not prone to C.W. ate or not too familiar with net 
procedures. 

There is no doubt that the fabure of NTS will include digital 
modes. 

Please accept my thanks for allowing me to serve as QFN 
manager. I solicit your continued support, suggestions, criticism 
and ideas.

The summer is upon us, static is bad, signals are hard to hear 
but net stations for the most part are patient and wait for the net 
control’s call or permission to transmit. When conditions are like 
they are the NCS’ count their blessings when net stations refrain 


from transmitting and net stations can help a lot with relays. That’s 


when good net discipline and training pay off. 

Been poking fun at one of my favorite nets: FPTN. Mostly, as a 
means to make a point about good procedural practices. However, 
Bill, WB4WYG, runs a good net and works real hard at it like all net 
managers should. 

When-I first got back into ham radio one of the first voice nets 
that I checked: into was FPTN: I was basically a C.W. man but 
thanks to Bill and the net I felt welcomed and it made the transition 
easier than I thought.. When I volunteered to be an NCS he did not 
let me ‘‘run the net” until I’d “silently” practiced several weeks. 
That is the kind of dedicated net manager he is. I’m sure the net 
members really appreciate the F.B. job, Bill. 

The net stations on FPTN are doing a great job for the most part 
and if I can practice what I preach it could probably be better on 
Saturdays. Hi! ! 

When conditions are bad and you can’t hear net control it is best 
to listen a lot and if you hear someone it will be important to listen 
to what that station says. If you know how the net procedure works 
you will most likely be able to tell what is going on from what you 
hear other stations saying. 

If it is traffic listing and you have traffic, give a short call 
stating you can’t hear the NCS and that you have traffic. Usually 
some station that heard you will relay to NCS and you will hear the 
relay station. Then wait for instructions. 

The worst thing you can do is to keep transmitting and trying to 
get someone to answer you. When conditions are bad your signal 
may disrupt the whole net and you won’t hear them calling you. 

I heard one station on a C.W. net keep calling every station he 
heard. Some could hear him but he could not hear NCS answering 
him or those who were trying to tell him to wait for QRT. 

Needless to say it was a bad five to 10 minutes for the NCS and 
the net while that station kept trying to list his one QTC. 

Traffic is down on all nets and many net managers are 
traveling, on vacation or whatever. So everyone have a good time 
and drive carefully! 

From Bill, WB4WYG, FPTN Net Manager: Check-ins dropped 
below the 1,400 to 1,500 normal for FPTN during June. Many of our 
net members are traveling and some have been able to go mobile 
which keeps us in touch while they are out of state or somewhere 
else in-state. 

Bob (WN4IIV), Helen (KA4DCA) and Hal (W4BKC) are having 
rig problems and they have been missed. 

Traffic is normal which means it is slow. When things are 
normal during June, July and August it usually means very little 
traffic, low check-ins and bad conditions. Hi! ! 

I have been quite pleased that net procedure and discipline have 
improved. Thank you for not only reading the recently published 
articles regarding net discipline but also practicing it. It really 
makes an NCS’ job sooo much easier. The net runs smoothly when 
net stations cooperate and it makes a net manager proud to be 
associated with such fine people. * 

The payoff will come when the holiday season hits us again. 
What we do and practice now, will show up later. 

Thanks to Dennis (KB4MON) and Coy (KA4AJR) for helping 
with NCS duties during the absence of some of our regular NCS’. 

It is surely a fine feeling for a net manager to be able to have 
volunteers ready at a moments notice. Then they do such a good job 
that it’s like having your cake and being able to eat it. 

The Jacksonville hamfest is in August and the Melbourne 
hamfest is in September. It is so much fun to browse through all the 
displays, see the new exotic equipment, the ‘‘good stuff’’ and then 
be able to ‘‘eye-ball’’ all the people you talk to on the nets.

This month I will depart from my usual article concerning 
equipment. I am going to do some editorializing. 

The FCC is revising Part 97 (that’s our rules in case you didn’t 
know). They are said to be cutting them by about 40 percent. What 
concerns me is that we may see the end of parts of public service 
as we know it. ° 

Proposed Section 97.107 sanctions Amateur Radio support of 
public gatherings such as parades, walk-a-thons, bicycle races 
and the like, where the main beneficiary is the public. Proposed 
section 97.107 also states: “An amateur station may not be used 
for logistical support of any sponsoring organization.” 

This could mean that the only communications we would 
provide to an event would be’ emergency communciations 
(medical and the like). When it came to “we need water (or 
whatever) at checkpoint 8’’, we as:Hams would not be able to 
legally relay the message, as this would be logistical support of 
the sponsoring organization. “Ty See Serr 

This puts acrimpin the style of what amateur radio has donein. 
the past for organizations such as Special Olympics, Gasparilla 
and the like. They have used us to relay needs to their head- 
quarters. Now, if we are needed at all, we won’t be able to legally 
relay those needs. Under this proposed section, any CB operator’ 
could be used to better advantage. ‘. 

This concerns me in that, in light of our recent frequency loss 
on ‘220’, this might be anotherargument for commercial interests 
to grab a bit more. They can rightly say that we are not doing as - 
much public service as we did and that shows a down turn in 
amateur radio... Give us (the commercial interests) some more of 
their frequencies. — » -

POLISH BRASS

(Continued from Last Month) 
With a little time off, I went to the Harahan Bridge to watch the 


refugees pour across from Arkansas. They were sill coming in ~ 


cars, trucks, wagons, farm vehicles and on horse- or muleback. 

I talked with a U.S. Engineer who waved his hand casually 
towards the river and said, ‘Boy, there is 15 million gallons of 
water a second going by out here at a speed of about eight knots.” I 
thought, what a sprinkler system. 

The engineer also said that 150 trillion tons of rain would fall 
over the entire Midwest and 12,000 square miles would be inun- 
dated. He had some more statistics but I had heard enough. 

I checked and found that the Nolty was going south in two hours 
to the vicinity of Walnut Bend some 50 miles south. 

We reached Walnut Bend in the afternoon and had no trouble 
crossing over the revetment, a protective facing of stone and 
concrete that protects the levee. 

After about a mile going through the scrub we saw the levee and 
also saw the problem. The levee was only inches above the water 
and on the levee a number of black convicts, cold wet and 
miserable. ; 

Down on one end of the levee was a tent for the trusty guards; 
they had a small water distilling plant that gave them 12 gallons a 
day. 

There was nothing to tie to and the current swept us alongside 
the levee so the Captain gave me a radio message for Memphis. 
Tell them to send a water barge and a quarter barge to this 
location. , 

The quarter barge is just what it sounds like. It’s full of bunks 
and is used in construction and flood control projects to house the 
workers. 

As we were working our way out to the channel a man ran into 
the radio room to ask if I would take a look at a man below who was 
ill. 

The man had a fever and when I touched his abdomen he almost 
screamed. I told the Captain it could be serious and we should get 
him off. The Captain told me to radio Memphis for a boat to take 
him off about daylight at Porters Lake. I did and at about daylight I 
heard the buzz of a speedboat. We broke out of the scrub and 
transferred the sick man. 

I checked when we returned; he was a refugee from Marianna, 
Arkansas, and had a severe case of intestinal flu. He was 
recovering. 

By now the crest had passed Memphis and we were going to 
return home. 

On return home both good and bad happened about the same 
time. 

A friend informed me a radio operators position was open with a 
local airline. This is what I had waited for. Disaster struck. I had 
paid no attention to my operator licenses and they had both ex- 
pired. 

I went crying to the local radio inspector. We made a deal. He 
gave me a radio telephone second class before lunch and a radio 
telegraph second class after lunch. Since Washington was not in- 
volved he gave me both licenses with the ink still wet. I wasn’t any 
Rhodes Scholar since everything was longhand and the more you 
wrote on a question the better your grade. The shipboard in- 
stallation had both receiver and transmitter and I was a busy job 
seeker. My score 79.0. 

I was soon to meet a different breed of cats without some of the 
luxuries of the ham operator. .

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THE SPORT OF DXING 
By Floyd Larch, KK3Q 

Most people outside of amateur radio and SWL would laugh if 
they thought that we considered our respective hobbies as a sport, 
both amateur radio and SWL DXing. 

It is defined simply in Webster’s New Collegiate Dictionary that 
sport is ‘‘a source of diversion”’ or “‘recreation.”’ 

Some of the DXing that occurs around the globe never even 
emits a signal from the DXer (or causes TVI over the neighbor’s 
VCR), while some DXing consists of an array of five-element 
monobanders up at least 100 feet. 

Are you into working D.X. on packet or any of the other digital 
modes now abounding? High power, low power, phone, C.W. or just 
plain listening on the short-wave all require the same two things 
from a DXer and they are patience and listening. 

Does it take a monster antenna system and a top grade station 
at the ground for amateurs, or does it take a $5,000.00 receiver for 
serious SWL DXing? I think that you would agree that the answer 
to that is a resounding no. 

The art of DXing hinges on the ability of the operator to spend 
sometimes hours at the rig doing nothing more than listening, 
seeking out the D.X. instead of waiting for it to find its way into the 
logbook. DXing is sport fishing to some, reading a good book to 
others and maybe taking a cross-country trip to others. 

A sport is the only way that I can describe my DXing habits as it 
consists of listening on the amateur radio, checking out band 
conditions on the FRG-7000 and checking out the propagation BBS 
out at the Space Environment Center. 

Listening is the way that I find most of my D.X., patience is the 
way that I work it. Some of it is rare to me and then some of it may 
be as ordinary as checking into the local two-meter net to some of 
you. 

My station is a modest one, a Kenwood TS-520S that I’ve owned 
since it was new in 1978, a Heath SB-221 amp and a Kirk two- 
element cubical quad at 35 feet (an antenna that I have long 
dreamed of owning) and a Butternut six-band vertical on the 
ground. 

I chase D.X. for the sport of working a new country, be it for a 
new band/mode endorsement or for an addition to my C.Q. D.X. — 
Certificate. Ultimately the D.X. I chase is for fun and relaxation 
and to get away from matters that sometimes seem to consume too 
much of our daily lives. 

If any non-amateurs (or non-SWL’s) disagree with us then let 
them experience the thrill of working Iceland on RTTY or the 
agony of missing Viet Nam on SSB. 

I received a letter from Brother Don, WB4CVH in Goose Creek, 
South Carolina, the other day. He describes himself as a ‘‘Little 
Gun”’ with a barefoot rig and a vertical mounted on a radial system 
consisting of a few hundred feet of chain link fence. Don is in our 
Navy as an instructor and will soon be transferred overseas 
(possibly Asia), so the hunter will soon become the hunted. Good 
luck to you Don, and thanks for your response. 


VACATIONING IN CANADA? 

If you are planning a northerly, trek this summer, remember 
that Canada and the United States Share an automatic reciprocal 
operating agreement. This means that FCC licenses are valid in 
Canada without having to file a request for an operating permit 
with the Canadian Department of Communications (DOC). 

It is best to carry your original FCC license when entering 
Canada. Remember to sign your U.S. call-sign followed by the - 
proper Canadian prefix. (Example: KCIJ/VE6.) 

Should you have difficulty getting your equipment through 
customs, referral to their Customs Memoranda D2-1-1 (page 
seven) and D19-4-2 (page four) will remind the officer that your 
FCC license is valid in Canada, and that your equipment may be 
imported as part of your personal baggage. ; 

While operating in Canada you must stay within the limits of 
your FCC authorized frequencies. Canadian repeaters are listed in 
the “ARRL Repeater Directory,’ available from your local 
Amateur Radio Book Distributor or from ARRL Headquarters. 

Further information on reciprocal licensing may be obtained by 
sending a business-size self-addressed stamped envelope to: ARRL 
Headquarters, Attention Regulatory Information Department..

HOW TO CANCEL THE LICENSE 
OF A SILENT KEY { 

The FCC no longer deletes the call-signs of ‘silent keys” from 
its records unless their cancellation is specifically requested. Since 
the term of an amateur license is now 10 years, plus a two-year 
grace period, the family of the deceased amateur could continue to 
receive correspondence; based upon FCC records, for that period. 

In order to avoid this unwanted correspondence, families of 
deceased amateurs may send the license, or a letter if the license 
cannot be found, to FCC, Consumer Affairs Office, Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania 17325.

By 1948, the Nationalists were driven from the Chinese 


mainland and in January 1949, Beijing fell to the Communist Party 
without a struggle. On October 1st of the same year, Mao Tse-tung 
proclaimed the establishment of the People’s Republic of China. 

In 1978, China was opened to tourism. Absent was stark, 
physical misery. Beijing is a growing city with many tall, new 
buildings. 

Tiananmen Square, the world’s largest public square, was built 
in 1651 and enlarged in 1958 to its current 100 acres. When Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung died in 1976, a million people gathered in the square.

I’m writing this one week after the distressing turn of events 
that occurred in Beijing, China with the killing of Chinese students 
in Tiananmen Square which ironically means the ‘‘Gate of 
Heavenly Peace”’ and was meant to declare China’s openness to the 
world and to the future. 

When I was there in October the Chinese government welcomed 
foreigners with their friendship and everyone bragged about 
China’s new openness. Apparently this attempt to attract foreign 
capital by opening China to tourism, resulted in the students 
realizing what they were missing under Communism, for wherever

he doesn’t agree with. It really doesn’t matter what it is about. 
Rather than tune off the frequency, he decides that he will disagree 
by showing the guy what his chicken-call sounds like: So his 
horrible chicken cackling permeates the air. 

He doesn’t realize that most of the QSO can be heard right 
through it. 

The next day, the noise attracts a whistler. This one can’t even 
carry a tune ina bushel basket.

The next evening, those individuals who were in QSO originally, 
don’t show up. Does this stop them? Heck no, everyone is having so 
much fun, they do it just to be doing it. They don’t even care about 
the rest of the world. 

It’s as if they are forced or are compelled to do their thing, with- 
out regard for anyone. Gradually, one-by-one they stop showing up 
on that frequency. You say thank God, they are through with their 
foolishness and start to tune for some D.X. or a QSO. 

What do you find? You guessed it. No matter how I try, I can’t 
seem to find jammers funny. 
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you went in China the young people wanted to talk to you. Many 
spoke English, and were eager to learn about our country. 

There isn’t a lot of freedom in China though the young people 
have embraced Western culture and dress. The government 
controls all schooling, health care and all the media. When you 
started a job, and everyone works in China, it was almost im- 
possible to change. 

Well, this curiosity about democracy and the desire for more 
freedom, turned into the slaughter the world witnessed on 
television.
